extradition of such Polish rebels as were Russian subjects ;

IRELAND'S MISERY AND LOYALTY. 

We have been struck by two very happy passages in the 
Familiar Epistles from Ireland,’ which will give those who 
know little or nothing of the sister country a just notion, first, 
of the miseries which the clearance system has brought upon 
her; and, secondly, of those feelings of loyalty to her Majesty 
personally which, on a later occasion, were so splendidly made 
manifest :— 

“ Desolate as the scene is ’—of a country depopulated either by 
the avarice of landlords or the tyrant, Necessity—' you will meet 
a few picturesque figures on your thirty miles’ excursion. Mr.

Infinite are the fantastic 
varieties of streaming garments—bits of red petticoats, waistcoats, 
blankets, and the like—that are somehow made to answer the pur- 
pose of a partial covering as far as they will go; and the wonder 
is, considering the fragmentary nature of the materials, how the 
wearers of them contrive to keep them together on their backs, 
Then, if you would have the picture complete, you must put inside 
these motley tatters the figure of a skeleton, whose fleshless bones 
peep out of multitudinous holes and rents, or make still more 
ghastly disclosures as the wind flaps aside their scanty drapery, 
and a head and face wild as Orson, with a sunken expression of 
farnine in the features which it would be impossible for pen or pencil 
to exaggerate,” 

Our readers will hardly wonder, after this, at agrarian out- 
rages, at the clearance of crops, and other lawless acts. There 
is one law above every other,—that which gives the earth and 
its fruits, not for the benefit of one man, but for all, as far as 
food is concerned, We hear a vast deal from certain gentle- 
men about the impossibility of governing such a people as the 
Irish, Certainly it will be impossible to govern them so long 
as the above picture continues to be atrue one, It would be 
as rational to expect the amenities of peace to reign in a 
starving country as it would be to ask a man to feel cumfort-

CIVILIZATION IN AUSTRIA. 


Our readers will remember—as who, indeed, could forget ?—a 
statement which was published in the Lapy’s NewsParer 
some wecks back that a lady of rank had been flogged by 
order of the Austrian Government. Horrified by an act in 
itself so brutal, and giving so fearful a picture of Austrian 
civilization, we endeavoured to persuade oursélyes that the 
tale was either a forgery or an exaggeration, and, hearing no 
more about the matter, began to hope—for the honour of 
human nature—that our conjecture was well founded, To our 
utter disappointment there now comes forward a witness 
whose testimony sets the question beyond all doubt, and 
fastens upon the Austrian Government the infamy of guilt, 
The lady herself, the victim of this execrable barburity, 
reasserts it with all the anguish natural to feelings inhumanly 
outraged, and sinking under the weight, not so much of shame, 
as of that tragedy to which the fullowing extract from her 
letter alludes :— 

‘J will narrate to you the fate of my family with calmness and 
composure, for my heart is become stone. In our neighbourhood 
an army of Hungarians surrendered, 10,000 men with 40 cannon, 
Two days ‘ater the Austrian troops entered our town.

THE LATE MR. GEORGE ANSON. 

Of those events which strew thorns in the ‘flowery path” of 
royalty, the loss of a servant who has combined the utmost fidelity 
with an intelligent and active spirit is one of the greatest. 
Monarchs, exempt from the common ills of humanity, are by no 
means insensible to those common tics by which the differences of 
rank are forgotten in the sympathy of affection. ‘To condescend to 
worth is the truest dignity of a crown; and there is certainly no 
monarch in Europe more ambitious of this kind of distinction than 
our beloved Sovereign Victoria. It is well known that her Ma- 
jesty, with that affectionate disposition which so much endears her 
to her people, pays the tribute of a generous regret to her late 
private secretury; that she appreciates the painful loss she has sus- 
tained in the death of a man faithful, prompt, and assiduous, and in 
whom she had worthily placed implicit confidence in all matters of 
great private importance. 

Originally secretary to Lord Melbourne, that nobleman recom- 
mended Mr, George Anson to fill the post of private secretary to 
Prince Albert, Subsequently, on the retirement of Major- 
General Bir Henty Wheatley, he was appointed keeper of ‘her 
Majesty’s privy purse, with a salary of £2,000 a year. in addition

Mr. Anson accompanied the Queen throughout her Irish visit, 
and thence to Balmoral. .On the royal return to Osborne he 
accompanied her Majesty as far as Derby, and there taking leave 
repaired to Needwood Forest, Staffordshire, to join his wife. On 
Monday Mr, Anson rose at his accustomed ently hour apparently 
in the enjoyment of his usual health, and at one o'clock he was 
scized with a fit, and never afterwards exhibited consciousness. He 
died a little before four o'clock the same day. 

Mr. G. KE. Anson was second son of the Hon. and Very Rev, 
Frederick Anson, Dean of Chester and Prebendary of Sonthwell 
and brother of the Rev, Canon of Windsor, He was born in May, 
1812, and was consequently in his thirty-eighth year, In October, 
1837, he married the Hon. Georgiana Mary Harbord, eldest 
daughter of the third Lord Suffield, by whom he leaves a youthful 
family to lament their irreparable bereavement.

Evelyn, who lived during the reigns of Charles I., Oliver Crom- 
well, C rates IT, and King William, furnishes us with the names 
of many engravers who were either contemporary with Hollar or 
succeeding him. It would, however, be foreign to our present pur- 
pose to enter into minute inquiry respecting these artists, but 
will rather endeavour to supply a few particulars in con- 
nection with those whose works we find it necessary to 
lay before our readers. At the same time we must 
acknowlede with feelings of gratitude the great assist- 
ance which the history of British art has received from the 
inimitable Evelyn, who, with great truth and in admirable 
style, not only lays before us the important political 
events of his time, but also matters of other and more 
refined interest. Evelyn was himself no mean artist, and 
was also happy in a wife of congenial tastes with his own, 
of an enlightened mind, who had read much, was skilled 
in etching and painting, yet attentive to the domestic 
concerns of the household, and a-most affectionate 
mother ; in addition to these virtues she was distinguished 
by great personal beauty, Having thus, referred our 
readers to the works of Kivelyn, as the best channel for 
information in connection with the condition of. British 
art at the period now under consideration, we will request 
attention to the accompanying copy of one of Salvator 
Rosa’s .most beautiful etchings; we are sure that our 
readers will not fail to admire the simplicity of the design, 
the freedom of the handling, and the wild poetry of its 
conception. ‘The carly life and struggles of Salvator Rosa 
are well worthy of the consideration of young artists, and 
show the beneficial results which, in the study of art, 
must arise from great industry and a careful knowledge 
of nature, Salvator Rosa was the son ofa Hn SSETeyer, 
and was born at Naples, 1615; in his early life he studied 
music, His sister married Francisco Francanzani, a dis- 
tinguished pupil of the Spagnioletto school, After this 
event, no doubt attracted by a kindred feeling, the youn 
Salvator frequently visited the studio of Francisco, an 
there, for amusement, copied such portions of his pic- 
tures as he admired. ‘ He soon” (says Lady Morgan in 
her “ Life and Times of Salvator Rosa’’) ‘ grew impatient 
of repeating another’s conceptions, and of following in an 
art in which he already perhaps felt with prophetic throes 
that he was born to lead, His visits to the workshop of 
Francanzani_ grew lesa frequent; his days were given to 
the scenes of his infant wanderings; he departed with 
the dawn, laden with his portfolio filled with primed paper, 
and a palette covered with oil-colours ; and it is said that 
he not only sketched but coloured from nature. It is 
undoubted, owing to this early study of nature, that the 

reat originality of Salvator’s style is to be attributed,” 

zady Morgan continues :—‘ Francanzani was wont, on 
the arrival of his brother-in-law, to rifle the contents of 
his portfolio, and he frequently found the compositions 
hastily thrown together, but selected, drawn, and coloured 
with a boldness and a breadth which indicated the con- 
fidence of a genius sure of itself, The first accents of the 
thrilling mandy of sweet renown which ever vibrated in 
the heart of Salvator came to his ear on those occasions 
in the Neapolitan patois of his relation, who, in glancing 
at lamp-light over his labours, would pat him smilingly 
on the head and exclaim, ‘Fruscia, fruscia, Salvatoriello, 
che va buono’—(Go on, g0 on (or, literally, rub on), this 
is good), Simple plaudits! but frequently remembered 
in after times (when the dome of the Pantheon had already 
rung with the admiration extorted by his Regulus) as the 
first that cheered him in his arduous rogress, At the 
age of eighteen the unsettled state of Sulvator’s prospects 
caused him to wander among the wild scenes and bandit 
inhabitants of the Abruzzi. The exact period of his stay 
among those romantic places is not known; but, on his 
return to his fnare bce Salvator found his works go little 
appreciated that, after an active struggle with poverty, he

“I said in my letter to the Royal Agricultural Society, in 
1844, that the white mulberry was as easy to propagate as the 
willow. I now say it is much easier, and the produce is more 
abundant. The produce of leaves this year has been immense, 
and even now, after having plucked them closely to feed my 
silkworms, they are strong, vigorous, and present a luxuriance 
of growth scarcely to be credited—unseen, 

“If gentlemen in England and Ireland, who have a few 
acres or roods of ground to spare, would plant mulberries for 
posterity, as they do their oaks, we should in a few years be 
independent of ‘other countries for our supply of raw silk, 
With regard to the rearing of the silkworm—as their habits 
become more particularly known to me, I find less and less 
difficulty in bringing them to perfection; and am confident in 
my belief, that, with due attention to their peculiarities, they 
may be reared in England as easily as in any other country, and 
with as little loss by death, Equable warmth throughout the 
period of their existence (which may be shortened or prolonged 
at pleasure), cleanliness, classification, and ventilation, with 
the adaptation of the food (as to its maturity) to the different 
ages of the insect, will ensure success, I have this season been 
very successful in rearing the worm; they had no disease of 
any kind—they made their cocoons in thirty days, and the 
silk I have wound off is as strong, and bright, and beautiful, 
as that which in 1844 and 1846 was pronounced superior to the 
best Italian raw silk. ‘There are many persons in England,

Axors.-—The aloe is a genus of succulent plants, the greater 
part of which are mere objects of ake but among them 
are species of much value, on account o their yielding the 
resinous substance from which the well-known medicinal drug 
called aloes is prepared. 

That which has the reputation of producing the best aloes 
is A, Soccotrina, of which our engraving will convey an excel- 
lent idea, It is anative of the Cape of Good Hope and the 
island of Soccotora, but it is now commonly cultivated in the 
West Indies. The processes of preparing the drug are various : 
sometimes the leaves are cut off at their base, and placed in 
iron. vessels to drain, until they have discharged all their juice, 
which is then inspissated ; in other places the leaves are cut 
into slices and boiled for ten minutes, after which the water in 
which they have been boiled is evaporated ; occasionally pres- 
sure is resorted to for‘the purpose of: procuring the greatest 
quantity of juice. 

Soccotrine aloes seems to be the purest kind, obtained by 
draining only; hepatic or Barbadoes aloes are less pure, and 
may be obtained by boiling or slight: pressure; while horse- 
aloes are undoubtedly a coarse preparation of the dregs of 
the last-ementioned. ‘As purgatives the aloes are in most ex- 
tensive use, and are to be regarded as among the most useful 


drugs. 

Woop-Sonner—(Oralis acetosella), This delicate little na- 
tive of England bears a white or flesh-coloured flower, elegantly 
streaked with red veins; it blooms in April and May, and may 
be found in woods, or in. shaded situations. It is totally in- 
odorous, but has a grateful acid taste, which is more agreeable 
than the common sorrel, and approaches nearly to that of the 
juice of lemons or the acid of tartar, with which it corresponds 
in a great measure in its medical effects, being regarded as a 
refrigerant, antiscorbutic, &c, Xo. It is recommended in

DererMIneD Surcipe.—On Tuesday morning, at a 
quarter before eight o’clock, a most determined act of selt-destruc- 
tion was committed by Mr. Kaye, the extensive linendraper, of 
No. 55, ‘Tottenham-court-road, who precipitated himself from the 
second-floor window into the street. ‘The deceased, it appears, had 
lately become in embarrassed circumstances, and only a few days 
ago a distress-warrant was levied upon his premises. This circum- 
stance so preyed upon his mind that it was considered necessary for 
his fricnds to keep a close watch upon his actions; and this morn- 
ing, during the temporary absence of the party attending upen him, 
he availed himself of the opportunity afforded him of destroying 
himself; and so determined was he on self-destruction, that, with- 
out even waiting to raise the sash of the window, he jumped through 
the frame and fell into the street. The unfortunate man was 
instantly picked up by the bystanders, and immediately conveyed to 
Middlesex Hospital by policemen 123, 94, and 73; but so serious 
were the injuries he received that it was found upon his arrival that 
life was quite extinct; and the body lies there to await the coroner’s 
inquest. The deceased was about fifty years of age, and has left a 
wite and nine children to deplore his untimely end. 


Suicipr or Mr. BacsHaw, THE NeEws-AGenT.—On 
Tnesday evening Mr. Bedford held an inquest on the body of Mr. 
Richard Bagshaw, aged forty-three yeers, the well-known news- 
agent, of No, 31, Brydges-street, Covent-garden, who committed 
self-destruction by hanging himself,—Mr. Charles Snitch, surgeon, 
said, that for some time past the deceased had been suffering from 
an unfortunate disease in the nose, called ‘* polypus,’’ which had so 
affected the brain as to cause him to be decidedly insane. Witness 
had directed the family to watch him carefully, but unfortunately, 
on Sunday morning last, while his wife was gone to church, he 
locked himself up in his bedroom, and hung himself to the bedpost 
by means of the bell-rope. Witness broke open the door, and found 
the deceased quite dead.—Hlizabeth Scott, servant to the deceased, 
said she had noticed a great alteration in her master during the 
last six months; and he had latterly laboured under several delu- 
sions, one of which was that he was afraid he should be compelled 
to enter a workhouse. It was also stated that the deceased had 
sold his business, and was about to retire from public life. The 
jury returned a verdict of ‘Temporary insanity.” 

The Arrempren Parricipe ar Cuiswick.—The 
attempt of a son upon the life of his father, last week, at 
Chiswick, by shooting at him, has caused the greateet excitement 
and, we may add, consternation in the vicinity. The result of 
careful inquiries made upon the spot proves, beyond doubt, that this 
melancholy affair has arisen from family differences of a very painful 
nature, which have long existed between Mr, Monkhouse, sen., and 
his sons by his first marriage, more especially the young man now 
in custody. It appears that the youth who fired at his father was 
apprenticed in 1838 to the naval service, and made his first voyage 
as a midshipman in the John Vleming, East Indiaman, under 
Captain Ross, He continued in the same ship two or three years, 
and served one voyage as second officer in another vessel. A few 
years ago, the ship in which he then sailed was wrecked, and he 
lost everything he possessed, saving his life with considerable diff- 
culty. On arriving at Liverpool, he wrote to his father requesting

MUSICAL AND THEATRICAL ON DITS. 


Herr. Srrauss.—The late distinguished composer was 
born in Vienna on the 14th of March, 1834. He was destined by 
his parents to the trade of a bookbinder, but his disposition for 
music soon caused him to forsake his business. By long practice 
on the violin he acquired great proficiency. At the age of nine- 
teen, Lanner, who was but two years older than Strauss, admitted 
him into his orchestra; and it was then that his instinctive vocation 
for dance music found occasion to manifest itself. Strauss soon 
established himself in an orchestra of his own,and proveda dangerous 
rival to his former chief, The Viennese were divided in their 
opinions respecting.the two artists, and profited accordingly by the 
spirit of emulation excited in the rival orchestras, Strauss obtained, 
as is well known, great success in his travels to different cities of 
Europe. When he arrived in Paris he effected a complete revolution 
in the orchestras of the balls. The impression he produced at 
London, during the last season, must be fresh in the minds ef our 
readers, The following lines from the pen of Hector Berlioz well 
characterize his person and his talents:—‘‘This master of ball

THE PAPER-CUTTER PRESENTED TO THE QUEEN, 
Through Earl Grey, on the High Level-bridge, Newcastle-upon- 

Tyne, Sept. 28, 1849, by John Brown and Son, Cutlers to her 

Majesty and Prince Albert, Grey-street, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
This beautiful specimen of workmanship* consists of a paper- 
cutter and penknife, made of one solid piece of ivory, the size of 
drawing-paper, with a view of Windsor Castle engraved on each 
side in the first style of the art. The end where the blade opens is 
mounted with a solid gold crown, set with seventy-six precious 
stones, viz., diamonds, rubies, emeralds, and earls; the back 
spring is covered with gold; the royal arms are also in solid chased 
gold, with a sprig of the rose, shamrock, and thistle, and a 
splendidly-chased wreath of the oak-leaf and acorn. It was en- 
closed in a red morocco case, with gold name-plateand ‘* Victoria” 
engraved upon it in Old English, the whole forming an elegant 
and costly present, and does great credit to the parties who pre- 
sented it, and who were also the makers, viz., Messrs. John Brown 
and Son, who hold the appointment of cutlers. to her. Majesty and 
Prince Albert in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. It was presented to her 
Majesty on the centre of the splendid High Level: bridge, being en- 
trusted in the hands of Alderman Sir John Fife, who, through the 
Recorder of Newcastle, handed it to Earl Grey; and, just at the 
conclusion of the addresses from the corporations of Newcastle and 
Gateshead, the earl handed the knife to his. Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, who gave it into the hands of his royal mother, 
The Queen received it most graciously, and on opening the case 


appeared much pleased with the present, as well also as the royal 
ahildeen:

SELECTIONS FROM NEW BOOKS. 


BKETCHING, 

In a delightful apt by the “ Sketcher,”’ in ‘ Blackwood,” en- 
titled ‘‘ Lynmouth Revisited,” we have the following’ remarks on 
Sketching from Nature, and the mental attributes which such an 
accomplishment demands :—‘‘ Neither artists nor amateurs are ge- 
nerally sufficiently aware that a previous education is necessary to 
make sketching effective and expressive, We find ouresives every- 
where. Whatever be the scenery, the sketcher brings little back 
that he does not take with him,” Hence the diversity in the cha- 
racter of sketches—of different sketchers—and the one character 
that pervades the portfolio of each. I have heard of an artist who 
visited our lakes, and brought back with him only cottages! Mor- 
land would have added, or rather made the principal, the stye and 
pigs; and even Gainsborough’s sketch-book may have shown little 
more than ragged pollards, and groups of rustic children, ‘To know 
what is in nature, you must know what is in yourself, If ou are 
ignorant of art, your sketches can only be eee ey good. Itis 
possible to be a very close observer, even of minute eauties, and 
yet be a very bad sketcher. One of an original genius will convert 
and, by a bold dissimilitude in non-essentials, incorporate into his 
own previous conceptions whatever is before him; and thus, by.pre- 
serving the great suggestive characteristics, represent Nature with 
a far greater truth, exhibiting her very life and feeling, than they 
who an at truth through exact and rminute imitation, Let this be 
exemplified in Salvator Rosa. Do his wild scenes of rock, and 
rugged zoel engendered trees, exist to the general eye, exactly in 
their form, and colour, and composition, as he has represented 
them? The exact sketcher would have found a less correspondence 
in branches and foliage—a less marked living feeling between the 
rocks and trees; he would have found much in the colouring, espe- 
cially in the green leaves, where they are so few and scattered, of 
an inconsistent gaiety. These would have been distracting ; but 
his educated eye, toned by one bold feeling, rejected these, and 
seized the wilder characteristic, to which he resolutely, under the 
impulse of his genius, made all the rest subservient and suggestive, 
He embodied what he saw with what he felt, and marred not the 
savage freedom by attractive littlenesses, but gave it full lay; and 
with an execution as bold and free, which the minute critic would 
pronounce not natural, though most natural, as most expressive of 
that spontaneous out-flung unconstrainedness of nature’s growth, 


which roel pervades all, he harmoniously brought all the parts 
under the dominion of one poetic feeling.” 


THA NAVY IN THE TIME OF OWARLES It, 

When we take into consideration the state of the navy (says a 
writer in “ Blackwood,” in revising ‘ Pepys’s Diary’) during the 
earlier part of the reign of Charles, it is absolutely astonishing 
that England was able not only to cope with the Dutch on equal 
terms, but ultimately to subdue them. We learn from Pepys the 
particulars of a fact long generally known, that in no department 
of the state were there greater corruptions, abuses, and frauds 
practised that in that of the Admiralty, The pay both of officers 
and yen was constantly in arrear, insomuch that some of them 
were reduced to absolute starvation whilst considerable sums were 
due to them. Stores were embezzled and plundered almost without 
inquiry. The fleets were often wretchedly commanded, for there 
was not then, as there is now, any restriction between the services; 
and new-made captains from the circle of the court, who neyer in 
their lives had been at sea, were frequently put over the heads of 
veterans who from boyhood had dwelt upon the ocean, There was 
scarcely any discipline in the navy; impreasment was harshly and 
illegally practised, and after each engagement the sailors deserted by 
hundreds, So bad did matters at Jength become that, towards the 
cloge of the year 1666, the fleet wasdp actual mutiny, and the naval 
arm of Hngland paralysed. The subsequent reform of the havy-is 


porn yratsributablé to the firmness and determination of the Duke 
of York. 


THE PLAGUE OF LONDON. 

The mategpolls has at various times suffered most severely from 
epidemics. In 1204, when the population must have been very 
small, it is recorded that two hundred persons were buried daily in 
the Charterhouse-yard. ‘The mortality in 1867 has been described 
ag terrific, In 1407, thirty thousand persons perished of a dreadful 

eatilence, There was another in 1478, which not only visited 

ondon with much severity, but it is said to have destroyed, through- 
out Hngland, more people than fell in the wars which had raged 
with little intermission for the fifteen preceding years. In 1485 
that mysterions com pea Reale the sweating sickness was very 
fatal in London. Fifteen gears later, in 1500, the plague there was 
so dreadful that Tenry V11. and his Court were force to remove to 
Calais, The sweating sickness, described as mortal in three hours, 
again scourged England in 1517, and its ravages were so Rreat that,

PENNY-THEATRE MORALITY 

At Marlborongh-street, Charles Harris, John Cowliffe, Edward Lake, 
John Green, and Cornelius Denny, five rough-looking lads, were brought 
before Mr, Bingham, charged with having been concerned in a disturbance 
at a penny theatre in the New-road, and having broken and destroyed 
property to a considerable amount.

From the evidence it appeared 
that, last week, the defendants and others were in the waiting-room 
leading to the penny theatre, when one of them began fighting, and this 
soon led to a general disturbance. ‘The gas-lights were put out, a rush was 
made to the money-taker’s cash-box, and windows were smashed in every 
direction, It required the presence of several police-constables to quell the 
riot.—T wo of the defendants were pointed out by Charles Clark, a mulatto 
lad, as the rinzleaders of the row. He was employed by the proprietor to 
keep order at the theatre; but it was impossible, on the night in question, 
owing to the violence of the defendants, There were about four hundred 
persons in the theatre.— Henry Lamb, the proprietor, said it was with the 
greatest difficulty the cash-box and its contents were saved from the rioters. 
About fifty-eight squares of glass were broken, and some of the woodwork 
torn down, ‘The loss to him would be at least £3.—The defendants declared 
that they took no part in the disturbance and the damage. They only flung 
back a piece of canvas which some one, for a joke, threw at one of their 
wirty.—A witness named College came forward on behalf of the defendants, 
Lhe mulatto, Clark, who was employed to keep order, was too far gone 
to perform his duty. Oe came forward and challenged any one in the 
house to fight, and ‘witness accepted the challenge, and made a pugilistic 
match with him for 10s. for next Sunday morning.—Mr, Bingham said he 
Was very much inclined to think that the disturbance waa planned befure- 
hand for the purpose of robbing the money-taker. But, even admitting it 
was only a jest, still the defendants must be taught that when they broke 
and destroyed prone: yaad caused such a disturbance as had been described, 
they Would only be allowed to indulge in such tricks for once in their lives, 
Tle should fine them all 403, each, or twenty-one days’ imprisonment.—{It is

siou of Viscount Palmerston, Were, with the rest of his wropertly, transmitted 
by the French authorities to this country. My, Russell, the superintendent 
of the B division, has been most indefatiguble in his exertions to throw some 
light upon this mysterious affair, and has procured considerable additional 
testimony with respect to the robbery, but no clue to the missing man, who 
Was seen in quest of Mrs, M*Donald’ two oer three hours after the robbery, 
and who left his house at about two on the same day, as itis supposed, with 
the same object in view. Whether he met with either of the prisoners after 
that, it was impossible to say, as from the moment of leavir 
on ‘Tuesday week, as above stated, nothing has been heard of 
time the whole of the money he had in his possession only amounted to 
between 5s, and 6s., the large sum in gold which he had received on 
the previous day from the Freneli {imbassy having been subsequently, with 
avery trifling defiviency, traced to the prisoners with whom the unfortunate 
man lodged.

A JUVENILE RUFFIAN —SHOCKING CASE OF STABBING, 

At the Thaiies Otflee, David Oliver, a fair-haired, mild-looking, youth, was 
brought before Mr, Inghain, charged with stabbing Patrick Donovan, an 
elderly Lrishinan, who has been in the London Hospital sinee the Lith wt, 
when he received a wound which nearly cost him his life.

He was ‘desited by the landlady of the house 
to go away, and, on his refusal to do 80, the girl’s father came down Stairs, 
ad, finding the prisoner running after his daughter, he stopped him ard 
gave hitman “ open clout” with his hand on the head, and said, © In the 
hame of God, go away, and leave my girl alone.” ‘The prisoner sed most 
offerisive. epithets, and, addressing the father, said, “ Come on; I’m ready 
for you.” Dotlovan was advancing towards bim, when the priscner, who 
had ati Open claspeknife in his hand, stabbed the proseeutor in the lower 
part of the abdomen. The man felt the blood running down his legs, 
and beeame very faint and sick. He was removed to the London Hospital, 
where, upon exzmination by Mr. Oharles llarper, the house-surgeon, it was 
ascertained thet he had a very dvep and serious wound on the left side 
of the abdomen, half an inch in breadth. he knife penetrated a thick 
pilr of corduroy trousers, shirt, and drawers, and the hemorrhage was 
excessive.

We will now give, as a brief historical record, an account

After the victory of Temeswar, and Giérgey’s subsequent 
capitulation, the principal Magyar-Polish rebel chiefs, with 
numerous troops of insurgents, took refuge in the Turkish ter- 
ritories. This circumstance has within the last few weeks 
been the subject of serious discussion between the Porte and 
the imperial ‘‘Internuncio.” Asin existing treaties it is spe- 
cified that the Porte is not to afford protection to rebellious 
Austrian subjects, and that the Austrian Government shall 
have the right of jurisdiction over its own subjects in Turkey, 
Count Stiirmer was directed by the Imperial Government posi- 
tively to demand the extradition of the above-mentioned 
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rebels. He accordingly urged this demand, and after a corre- 
spondence had passed between the Austrian representative 
and the Turkish Ministers, and several conferences on the 
subject, the Internuncio was at his request admitted on the 4th 
of September to a private audience with the Sultan, during 
which he gave his aNeey. an accurate account of the actual 
state of affairs, On the ollowing day the Imperial Russian 
Ambassador, M. de ‘Titoff, received instructions from 
Warsaw to demand in the most positive manner the 
extradition of such Polish rebels as were Russian subjects ; 
and, in order to give still greater weight to this demand, the 
Imperial Russian major-general, Prince Radzivill, arrived in 
the port of Constantinople at the moment Count Stiirmer was 
with the Sultan, bearing a Cabinet despatch from the Emperor 
Nicholas on the same subject.

CIVILIZATION IN AUSTRIA. 

Our readers will remember—as who, indeed, could forget ?—a 
statement which was published in the Lapy’s Newsparer 
some weeks back that a lady of rank had been flogged by 
order of the Austrian Government, Horrified by an act in 
itself so brutal, and giving so fearful a picture of Austrian 
civilization, we endeavoured to persuade ourselves that the 
tale was either a forgery or an exaggeration, and, hearing no 
more about the mutter, began to hope—for the honour of 
human nature—that our conjecture was well founded. To our 
utter disappointment there now comes forward a witness 
whose testimony sets the question beyond all doubt, and 
fastens upon the Austrian Government the infamy of guilt. 
The lady herself, the victim of this execrable _barbarity, 
reasserts it with all the anguish natural to feelings inhumanly

atta earene to you the fate of my family with calmness and 
composure, for my heart is become stone. In our neighbourhood 
an army of I[ungarians surrendered, 10,000 men with 40 cannon. 
Two days ater the Austrian troops entered our town. They con- 
sisted of a detachment of Lichtenstein light horse, commanded by 
Captain ———, a native of Ruskby. It is possible that the great 
domestic happiness which I enjoyed may have stirred envy and 
oained me enemies in Ruskby, but of no other crime am I guilty. 
Two families, low and coarsely bred, ~——~ and —~——, set this 
captain on his horrible crime. I was torn from the arms of my 
husband, from the circle of my children, from the hallowed 
sanctuary of my home, charged with no offence, allowed no 
hearing, arraigned before no judge. I, a woman, wife, and mother, 
was, in my own native town, before the people accustomed to treat 
me with respect, dragged into a square of soldiers and there 
scourged with rods. Look, I can write this without dropping dead. 
But my husband killed himself. Robbed of all other weapons, he 
shot himself with a pocket: pistol, A ery of horror filled the air, I 
was dragged further to Keransebes.

IRELAND'S MISERY AND LOYALTY. 
We have been struck by two very happy passages in the 
‘“ Familiar Epistles from Ireland,” which will give those who 
know little or nothing of the sister country a just notion, first, 
of the miseries which the clearance system has brought upon 
her; and, secondly, of those feelings of loyalty to her Majesty 
personally which, on a later occasion, were so splendidly made 
manifest :— 

“‘ Desolate as the scene is ’’—of a country depopulated either by 
the avarice of landlords or, the tyrant, Necessity—*' you will meet 
a few picturesque figures on your thirty miles’ excursion. Mr. 
Banvard’s Mandans will bear no comparison with them in point of 
eccentricity of costume. Some of them have hardly a shred upon 
them—except, perhaps, a fragment of an old piece of freize wound 
curiously round their bodies; others have the relies of a long coat 
hanging about them in'tcrn strips. Infinite are the fantastic 
varieties of streaming garments—bits of red petticoats, waistcoats, 
blankets, and the like—that are somehow made to answer the pur- 

ose of a partial cavering as far as they will go; and the wonder 
s, considering the fragmentary nature of the materials, how the 
wearers of them contrive to keep them together on their backs, 
Then, if you would have the picture complete, you must put inside 
these motley tatters the figure of a skeleton, whose fleshless bones 
peep out of multitudinous holes and rents, or make still more 
ghastly disclosures as the wind flaps aside their scanty drapery, 
and a head and face wild as Orson, with a sunken expression of 
famine in the features which it would be impossible for pen or pencil 
to exaggerate.” 

Our readers will hardly wonder, after this, at agrarian out- 
tages, at the clearance of crops, and other lawless acts. ‘There 
is one law above every other,—that which gives the earth and 
its fruits, not for the benefit of one man, but for all, as far as 
food is concerned, We hear a vast deal from certain gertle- 
men about the impossibility of governing such a people as the 
Irish, Certainly it will be impossible to govern them so long 
as the above picture continues to be a true one, It would be 
as rational to expect the amenities of peace to reign in a 
starving country as it would be to ask a man to feel comfort- 
able and happy who had not dined for a weck, and saw the 
future as promising as the past had been. 

We turn with pleasure from this consideration to the 
loyalty of the Irish people, truly and happily hit off in the few 
lines which follow :~— 

“We are a queer race of people, we Irish. In the midst of all 
our troubles, and upon the ashes of a penurious rebellion, the 
Queen, God bless her! comes amongst us, and we receive ber with 
a demonstration of enthusiasm such as her Majesty never witnessed 
vefore, and will never witness again till the next time she sets her 
gracious feet upon our shores, The fact of the matter is, Dennis, 
that loyalty, which is a principle in England, is a passion in Ire- 
land; and all that is necessary to keep the flame alive is to feed it 
like any other passion, I don’t mean to say thata principle isn’t a 
finer thing in its way than a passion; but passicns existed in the 
world’ “before principles, and we, who are swayed, by our hearts 
rather than-our reason, are consequently a little nearer to the 
golden age of innocence; and, if you would extract from us the 
essence of such virtue as there is in us, you must treat us accord- 
ingly. You must approach us in our own way, and once you have 
got possession of the avenues—the easiest of all avenues to win! — 
you may count upon our devotion.” 

Charge Ireland with imprudence—and the unfortunate are 
always imprudent, partly by necessity—but want of loyalty is 
not a sin of the sister nation, Religious discord and landlord 
selfishness, embarrassment and final extermination, together 
with Government perfidy in times past, pandering to an in- 
fluential but numerically contemptible faction, have been the 
three great curses of Ireland. ‘The dismissal of Lord Roden 
and his mountebank disciples from the magistracy is one of 
those acts of justice which will arm the measures of the 
Ministry with a power from which we may hope much, Lord 
Clarendon has proved that he holds the scales of Government 
evenly as well as resolutely ; and that fact will not be without 
profit in the south and in the north, 


THE LATE MR. GEORGE ANSON, 

Of those events which strew thorns in the ‘flowery path” of 
royalty, the loss of aservant who has combined the utmost fidelity 
with an intelligent and active spirit is one of the greatest, 
Monarchs, exempt from the common ills of humanity, are by no 
means insensible to those common ties by which the differences of 
rank are forgotten in the sympathy of affection, ‘To condescend to 
worth is the truest dignity of a crown; and there is certainly no 
monarch in Hurope more ambitious of this kind of distinction than 
our beloved Sovereign Victoria, It is well known that her Ma- 
jesty, with that affectionate disposition which so much endears her 
to her people, pays the tribute of a generous regret to her late 
private secretary; that she appreciates the painful loss she has sus- 
tained in the death of a man faithful, prompt, and assiduous, and in 
whom she had worthily plaeed implicit confidence in all matters of 
great private importance. 

Originally seeretary to: Lord Melbourne, that nobleman recom- 
mended Mr. George Anson to fill the post of private secretary to 
Prince Albert, Subsequently, on the retirement of Major- 
General Sir Henry Wheatley, he was appointed keeper of her 
Majesty’s privy purse, with a salary of £2,000 a year. In addition 
to this he held the situation of treasurer to his Royal Highness 
Prince Albert, treasurer and cofferer to the Prince of Wales, and 
was also one of the youthful Piince’s council of the duchy of Corn- 
wall. These dignities equally bear witness to his abilitios and 
character, and to her Majesty’s liberal appreciation of both. 

We, among other members of the Public Press, can bear testi- 
mony to the unvarying urbanity and gentlemanly attention, and 
consideration of Mr. Anson, So marked, indeed, were these ad- 
mirable qualities, that we fear, we shall not soon see his like again! 

Mr, Anson accompanied the Queen throughout her Irish visit 
and thence to Balmoral. On the royal return to Osborne he 
aceompanied her Majesty as far as Derby, and there taking leave 
repaired to Needwood Forest, Staffordsliire, to join his wife. On 
Monday Mr, Anson rose at his accustomed early hour apparently 
in the enjoyment of his usual health, and at one o’clock he wag 
seized with a fit, and never afterwards exhibited consciousness, He 
died a little before four o’clock the same day. 

Mr. G. FE. Anson was second son of the Hon, and Very Rev. 
Frederick Anson, Dean of Chester and Prebendary of Southwell, 
and brother of the Rev. Canon of Windsor. He was born in May, 
1812, and was consequently in his thirty-eighth year. In October 
1837, he married the Hon. Georgiana Mary Harbord, eldest 
daughter of the third Lord Suffield, by whom he leaves a youthful 
family to lament their irreparable bereavement,

nection with those whose works we find it necessary to 
lay before our readers. At the same time we must 
acknowledge with all of gratitude the great assist- 
ance which the history of British art has received from the 
inimitable Evelyn, who, with great truth and in admirable 
style, not only lays before us the important political 
events of his time, but also matters of other and more 
refined interest. Evelyn was himself no mean artist, and 
was also happy in a wife of congenial tastes with his own, 
of an enlightened mind, who had read much, was skilled 
in etching and painting, yet attentive to the domestic 
concerns of the household, and a most affectionate 
mother ; in addition to these virtues she was distinguished 
by great personal beauty. Having thug referred our 
yeadera to the works of Kivelyn, as the beat channel for 
information in connection with the condition of British 
art at the period now under consideration, we will request 
attention to the accompanying copy of one of Salvator 
Rosa’s most beautiful etchings; we are sure that our 
readers will not fail to admire the simplicity of the design, 
the freedom of the handling, and the wild poetry of its 
conception. The early life and struggles of Salvator Rosa 
are well worthy of the consideration of young artists, and 
show the beneficial results which, in the study of art, 
must arise from great industry and a careful knowledge 
of nature, Salvator Rosa was the son of a land-surve ‘or, 
and was born at Naples, 1615; in his early life he studied 
music. His sister married Francisco Francanzani, a dis- 
tinguished pupil of the Spagnioletto school. After this 
event, no doubt attracted by a kindred feeling, the young, 
Salvator frequently visited the studio of Francie! an 
there, for amusement, copied such portions of ‘his. ic- 
tures as he admired. ‘ He soon” (says Lady Morgan in 
her‘ Life and ‘Times of Salvator Rosa’) grew impatient 
of repeating another’s conceptions, and of following in an 
art in which he already perhaps felt with prophetic throes 
that he was born to lead, His visits to the workshop of 
Francanzani grew less frequent; his days were given to 
the scenes of his infant wanderings; he departed with 
the dawn, laden with his portfolio filled with primed paper, 
and a palette covered with oil-colours ; and it is said that 
he not only sketched but coloured from nature. It is 
undoubted, owing to this early study of nature, that the 

reat originality of Salvator’s style is to be attributed.” 
Lady Morgan continues:—‘ Francanzani was wont, on 
the arrival of his brother-in-law, to rifle the contents of 
his portfolio, and he frequently found the compositions 
hastily thrown together, but selected, drawn, and coloured 
with a boldness and a breadth which indicated the con- 
fidence of a genius sure of itself. The first accents of the 
thrilling melody of sweet renown which ever vibrated in 
the heart of Salvator came to his ear on those occasions 
in the Neapolitan patois of his relation, who, in glancing 
at lamp-light over his labours, would pat him smilingly 
on the head and exclaim, ‘ Fruscia, fruscia, Salvatoriello, 
che va buono’—(Go on, go on (or, literally, rub on), this 
is good). Simple plaudits! but frequently remembered 
in after times (when the dome of the Pantheon had already 
rung with the admiration extorted by his Regulus) as the 
first that cheered him in his arduous rogress. At the 
age of eighteen the unsettled state of Salvator’s prospects 
caused him to wander among the wild scenes and bandit 
inhabitants of the Abruzzi. The exact period of his stay 
among those romantic places is not known; but, on his 
return to his native place, Salvator found his works so little 
appreciated that, after an active struggle with poverty, he 


determined to travel to Rome, but performed most of the journey on 
foot. On arriving at Rome,

was obliged to paint on primed paper, not being able to obtain enough ° 


money to purchase canvas. About the same time that the young and 
poor painter reached Rome, a great man of our own country was 
there received under different circumstances, Milton was received 
by the learned and noble with the greatest humility; sonnets and 
distiches in his honour poured forth from the Roman muse, and 
Cardinal Baberim came forward to the door of his apartment to re- 
ceive him as princes only are received. It was, however, the fate of 
Salvator’s genius to remain but a short time longer unnoticed ; for

In short, the forms of 
seas, lakes, and rivers, islands and peninsulas, hills, valleys, 
plains, and mountains, are not s0 infinitely diversified as that 
of the vegetation, which adorns them, 

Arors.—The gloe is a genus of succulent plants, the greater 
part of which are mere objects of eusioattys but among them 
are species of much value, on account of their yielding the 
resinous substance from which the well-known medicinal drug 
called aloes is prepared. 

That which has the reputation of producing the best aloes 
is A, Soccotrina, of which our engraving will convey an excel- 
lent idea. It is a native of the Cape of Good Hope and the 
island of Soccotora, but it is now commonly cultivated in the 
West Indies. ‘The processes of preparing the drug are various: 
sometimes the leaves are cut off at their base, and placed in 
iron vessels to drain, until they have discharged all their juice, 
which is then inspissated ; in other places the leaves are cut 
into slices and boiled for ten minutes, after which the water in 
which they have been boiled is evaporated ; occasionally pres- 
sure is resorted to for the purpose of procuring the greatest 
quantity of juice. 

Soccotrine aloes seems to be the purest kind, obtained by 
draining only; hepatic or Barbadoes aloes are less pure, and 
may be obtained by boiling or- slight. pressure; while horse- 
aloes are undoubtedly a coarse preparation of the dregs of 
the lastementioned. As purgatives the aloes are in most ex- 
tensive use, and are to be regarded as among the most useful 
drugs. ; 

Woop-Sonnet—(Ozalis acetosella), This delicate little na- 
tive of England bears a white or flesh-coloured flower, elegantly 
streaked with red veins; it blooms in April and May, and may 
be found in woods, or in, shaded situations.

This 
syrup is also found useful in many chemical inquiries to detect 
an acid or an alkali: the former changing the blue colour to 
a red, the latter to a green. The seeds of violets are reported 
to be strongly active, and useful in many complaints, The 
root powdered, in the dose of a dram, proves both emetic and 
cathartic. 

Peruvian BARK TrEE—(Cinchona officinalis), Peruvian bark 
is obtained from a lofty tree, & native of Peru, The medicinal 
properties of the bark were verylittle known till about the year 
1638, when a signal cure having been performed by it on the 
Spanish Viceroy’s lady, the Countess del Cinchon, at Lima, it 
came into general use, and was designated the ‘§ countess’s 
powder.” On the recovery of the countess, she distributed a 
large quantity of the bark to the Jesuits, in whose hands it 
acquired still greater reputation, and by them it was first intro- 
duced into Europe. Louis XIV., when Dauphin, was said to 
be one of the first in Europe who experienced its efficacy. 

The bark first acquired its reputation for the cure of inter- 
mittent fevers, and in these, when properly exhibited, it rarely 
fails of success. For this purpose, some practitioners prefer 
giving it just before the fit, some during the fit, and others 
immediately after. Some, again, order it in the quantity of an 
ounce between the fits; the dose being more frequent and 
larger, according to the frequency of the fits. When the bark 
disturbs or oppresses the stomach, it is to be counter- 
acted by remedies particularly appropriated to them. Thus 
yomiting is often restrained by exhibiting it in wine; looseness,

Lord of the Admiralty.—Sir,—I trust your lordship will excuse the 
liberty I have taken in addressing you, but in the year 1844 I wit- 
nessed an experiment on the Danube river, A mere shell was 
exploded under the ice, which was nearly four feet in thickness, 
The effect it produced was terrific ; large masses of ice were forced 
in all directions, or, in other words, rendered the space where the 
explosion had taken place completely navigable, My object for 
informing your lordship of this circumstance is for the reseue of 
Sir John Franklin and his companions by the same means. I beg 
to suggest that two or more ships should be sent out, with suitable 
cases or charges of gunpowder or un-cotton, varying in power to 
suit the various thicknesses of the ice; holes could be bored 
through the ice, the charges inserted, and fired by means of safety 
fusees. It was obvious that, from the incompressive state of the 
water, and the brittle nature of the ice, that the above means might 
be employed in making a road, infinitely better than ice-sawing, for 
the gallant adventurers to return to their friends. I beg to tender 
my services to your lordship, should the above means be deemed 
advisable, to join any expedition for the above purpose, Judging 
from the above experiment, I have no hesitation in saying that from 
ten to fifteen miles per day could be eff: cted, and this with trifling

Surcipn in Kensincron-carpEns.—On Wednesday

a journeyman silversmith, but his sight failing him he had latterly 
been very desponding, being afraid of coming to poverty. Verdict, 
Temporary insanity.” 

Determinep Sutcrpe.—On alan morning, at a 

uarter before eight o’clock, a most determined act of self-destruc- 
tion was committed by Mr. Kaye, the extensive linendraper, of 
No. 55, ‘Tottenham-court-road, who precipitated himself from the 
second-floor window into the street. The deceased, it appears, had 
lately become in embarrassed circumstances, and only a few days 
ago a distress-warrant was levied upon his premises. This cireum- 
stance so preyed upon his mind that it was considered necessary for 
his friends to keep a close watch upon his actions ; and this morn- 
ing, during the temporary absence uf the party attending upen him, 
he availed himself of the opportunity afforded him of destroying 
himself; and so determined was he on self-destruction, that, with- 
out even waiting to raise the sash of the window, he jumped through 
the frame and fell into the street. The unfortunate man was 
instantly picked up by the bystanders, and immediately conveyed to 
Middlesex Hospital by policemen 123, 94, and 73; but so serious 
were the injuries he received that it was found upon his arrival that 
life was quite extinct; and the body lies there to await the coroner’s 
inquest. The deceased was about fifty years of age, and has left a 
wife and nine children to deplore his untimely end. 


-Surcrpe oF Mr. BacsHAw,, THE News-aGent.—On 
Tnesday evening Mr. Bedford held an inquest on the body of Mr. 
Richard Bagshaw, aged forty-three yeers, the well-known news- 
agent, of No. 31, Brydges-street, Covent-garden, who committed 
self-destruction by hanging himself.—Mr. Charles Snitch, surgeon, 
said, that for some time past the deceased had been suffering from 
an unfortunate disease in the nose, called ‘* polypus,” which had so 
affected the brain as to cause him to be decidedly insane, Witness 
had directed the family to watch him carefully, but unfortunately, 
on Sunday morning last, while his wife was gone to church, he 
locked himself up in his bedroom, and hung himself to the bedpost 
by means of the bell-rope. Witness broke open the door, and found 
the deceased quite dead.—Elizabeth Scott, servant to the deceased, 
said she had noticed a great alteration in her master during the 
last six months; and he had latterly laboured under several delu- 
sions, one of which was that he was afraid he should be compelied 
to enter a workhouse. It was also stated that the deceased had 
sold his business, and was about to retire from public life. The 
jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ ‘Temporary insanity.” 


Tus Atrremprep Parnicipge at Curswick.—The 
attempt of a son upon the life of his father, last week, at 
Chiswick, by shooting at him, has caused the greatest excitement 
and, we may add, consternation in ‘the vicinity. The result of 
careful inquiries made upon the spet proves, beyond doubt, that this 
melancholy affair has arisen from family differenees of avery painful 
nature, which have long existed between Mr. Monkhouse, sen., and 
his sons by his first marriage, more especially the young man now 
in custody. It appears that the youth who fired at his father was 
apprenticed in 1838 to the naval service, and made his first voyage 
as a midshipman in the John Fleming, East Indiaman, under 
Captain Ross, He continued in the same ship two or three years, 
and served one voyage as second officer in another vessel. A few 
years ago, the ship in which he then sailed was wrecked, and he 
lost everything he possessed, saving his life with considerable diffi- 
culty. On arriving at Liverpool, he wrote to his father requesting 
to be supplied with another outfit, Mr. Monkhouse, sen., who is 
admitted on all hands to have behaved with great harshness to his 
children, refused to afford his son any assistance, This cireum- 
stance seems to have rankled in the mind of the young man; and 
although he has occasionally visited his family since, when returning 
home from sea, there has never been any degree of amity between 
his father and himself. The breach previously existing was widened 
about eighteen months sinee, by an unfortunate proceeding on the 
yart of the young man, briefly alluded to in the Morning Post of 
Barirdaiy last. The prisoner, in common with his two sisters and 
younger brother, is entitled, at his father’s death, to a one-fourth 
share of £8722. 4s. 4d., in the Three per Cent. Consols; this being a 
under Mr. Monkhouse’s marriage settlement, for 
Last week Heury Monkhouse called upon a 
legal firm, carrying on business in the neighbourhood of Chancery- 
lane (who, having formerly acted as solicitors to his father, knew 
the circumstances of the family), and offered to sell his reversionary 
interest for a very small sum of ready money, The acting partner 
in the firm declined to have anything to do with the purchase, and 
advised him, if he had determined to sell it, to put it up by auction 
in the City, where he might rely on obtaining its fair value. Young 
Monkhonse made no reply to this suggestion, but, on being asked 
what he would do with the money produced by its sale, he said that 
he knew what he was about,—that he should invest the money in 
the part purchase of a schoover, and take a run to the coast of 
Africa. The pistol found upon the accused was a rifle barrel, and 
the bullet which passed through Mr. Monkhouse’s neck bears all 
the marks corresponding with the barrel; so that of the identity of 
the instrument with which the ball was fired there cannot be the 
slightest doubt, On Sunday night Mr. Monkhouse was still alive, 
and no unfavourable change had taken place. A second pistol, 
which was missing on the night of the prisoner’s apprehension, has 
been found. In the event of any unfavourable change taking place 
in the condition of Mr. Monkhouse, sen,, Mr. Beadon, the magis-

MUSICAL AND THEATRICAL ON DITS. 


Herr Srrauss.—The late distinguished composer was 
born in Vienna on the 14th of March, 1834. He was destined by 
his parents to the trade of a bookbinder, but his disposition for 
music soon caused him to forsake his business. By long practice 
on the violin he acquired great proficiency, At the age of nine- 
teen, Lanner, who was but two years older than Strauss, admitted 
him into his orchestra; and it was then that his instinetive vocation 
for dance music found occasion to manifest itself. Strauss soon 
established himself in an orchestra of his own,and proveda dangerous 
rival to his former chief. The Viennese were divided in their 
opinions respecting the two artists, and profited accordingly by the 
spirit of emulation excited in the rival orchestras, Strauss obtained, 
as is well known, great success in his travels to different cities of 
Fiurope. When he arrived in Paris he effected a complete revolution 
in the orchestras of the balls. The impression he produced at 
London, during the Jast season, must be fresh in the minds of our 
readers, The following lines from the pen of Hector Berlioz well 
characterize his person and his talents:—‘‘ This master of ball 
orchestras which shed so many ardent melodies, so much bounding 
joy, and sometimes, also, so much passionate tenderness, even to 
provoke the tears of his hearers, has laid down for ever his pen 
and his bow. Iam not one of those who say ‘ ’Tis nothing, it is 
only a waltz-maker the less 1? Tsay it is much, for Strauss was an 
artist in every sense of the word. Many of his rivals make execra- 
ble dance music out of splendid operatic works ; he, on the contrary, 
wrote so many charming things that they would have made the 
fortune of many an opera. I see him still at his post, in the Salle 
des Redoutes, with six or eight hundred of the most charming of 
the Viennese ladies whirling at his feet, intoxicated with the 
harmony he produced, obeying him with the greatest love, recalling 
him with transports at the end of the dances, applauding and 
covering him with flowers. He was the creator of the syncopic 
dance; it is to him that we owe deliverance from the dull valse and 
the flat rhythm that were formerly thought to be inherent. Vienna 
has lost one of its greatest charms, A Viennese himself avows it 
in writing to me thus +— No more Volks Garden, no more Sperl, 
no more masked balls, “Vienna without Strauss is like Austria 
without the Danube. Vienna is all tears for its lost joys.’”’ 


Strauss was carried to the grave by the principal members of his 
orchestra, and accompanied by an_immense assemblage. He was 
buried at Doebling, a village near Vienna, near the grave of his 
rival Lanner, who, five years ago, preceded him to the tomb.

lodgers in the house, that the girl was in the habit of receiving severe 
chastisement from the d i 


1 efendant, in consequence of which she was reduced 
to an imbecile State of mind, an officer Was sent to inquire into the matter, and 
he was informed that her sufferings were great, not only from the frequent 
beatings she had reeeived, but that she used to pick ‘up any garbage she 
could find in the yard to eat, being denied the common necessaries of life. 
After being cautioned as to her future conduct, she promised not to repeat 
such savage treatinent; but the officer, being detained a short time in the 
house by the inmates, he heard the defendant inflict severe blows on the 
girl, and on entering the room found her under the fireplace, screaming 
from the wounds she had received.—The defendant said she was compelled 
to correct the girl for her obstinacy, and for telling lies about her to the other 


lodgers ; besides, she got as much food as the other children, which did not 
seem sufficient for her.—Mr, Henry ordered her to be remanded, to ascertain 


if the parish authorities would prosecute, and ordered the child to be sent 
to the workhouse, 
PENNY-THEATRE MORALITY 

At Marlborough-street, Charles Hlarris, John Conole; Edward Lake, 
John Green, and Cornelius Denny, five rough-looking lads, were brought 
before Mr, Bingham, charged with having been concerned in a disturbance 
at a penny theatre in the New-road, and having broken and destroyed 
property to a considerable amount. The penny theatre where the aia 
turbance occurred is in Bath-place, New-road, and has been for some 
months past the source of continued annoyance to the respectable inhabitants 
in the neighbourhood, who have repeatedly drawn the attention of the 
police to the nightly assemblages of hundreds of young pickpockets and 
vagabonds, and begged to be relicved from the nuisance. ‘Lhe proprietor, a 
person named Lamb, has been summoned to this court, but nothing effec- 
tual has hitherto been accomplished, About fifty boys and girls, varying in 
age from abont thirteen to sixteen, and of the lowest class, a fair sample of 
the audience frequenting this penny theatre, were assembled before the 
court to hear the fate of their companions, From the evidence it appeared 
that, last week, the defendants and others were in the waiting-room 
leading to the penny theatre, when one of them began fighting, and this 
soon led to a general disturbance. The as-lights were put out, a rush was 
made to the money-taker’s cash-box, att Windows were smashed in every 
direction, It required the presence of several police-constables to quell the 
riot,—‘l'wo of the defendants were pointed out by Charles Clark, a mulatto 
lad, as the rinvleaders of the row. He was employed by the proprietor to 
keep order at the theatre; but it was impossible, on the night in question, 
owing to the violence of the defendants, There were about four hundred 
persons in the theatre.— Henry Lamb, the proprietor, said it was with the 
greatest difficulty the cash-box and its contents Were saved from the rioters, 
About fifty-eight squares of glass were broken, and some of the woodwork 
torn down. ‘The loss to him would be at least £3.—The defendants declared 
that they took no part in the disturbanee and the damage. They only flung 
back a piece of canvas which some one, for a joke, threw at one of their 
party.-A witness named College came forward on behalf of the defendants, 
the mulatto, Clark, who was employed to keep order, was too far gone 
te perform his duty. He came forward and challenged any one in the 
house to fight, and Witness accepted the challenge, 


l , and made a pugilistic 
match with him for 10s, for next Sunday morning.—Mr, Bingham said he 


Was very much inclined to think that the disturbance was planned before- 
hand for the purpose of robbing the money-taker. But, even admitting it 
was only a jest, still the defendants must be taught that when they broke 
and destroyed property, and caused such a disturbance as had been described, 
they would only be allowed to indulge in such tricks for once in thelr lives, 
He should fine ther all 40s, each, or twenty-one days’ imprisonment.—[It is 
really quite a reflection on the age that the law for their suppression should 
be, as it is, ‘ bearded” by the proprietors of those vile nuisances—the 
penny theatres.) 


THE LATE EXTRAORDINARY AND MYSTERIOUS AYFAIN AT 
CHELSEA, 

At Westminster, Z'homas AM‘Donald, a labourer out of em 
his wife, and Mary fox, who stand charged with the rx 
Gowran (who had, previously to his return to. this country, been long 
resident in France), were again brought before the magistrate. The cause 
of the sudden and mysterious disappearance of Gowran still remains unex- 
plained, and the circumstance continues to create considerable sensation in 
the public mind. Diligent inquiries have been repeated at the various 
hospitals, workhouses, &c.,in the metropolis and suburbs, and the Grog. 
venor-canal and apen sewers near the abode of the M‘Donalds, at Chelsea, 
have been dragged, but no trace has been discovered of the missing man, 
and the opinion entertained by the police that he has met his death by some 
means seems to be confirmed by the circumstance that no application has 
been made at the Custom-honseé for his boxes, which, through the interces- 
sion of Viscount Palmerston, were, with the rest of his property, transmitted 
by the French authorities to this country. Mr, Russell, the superintendent 
of the B division, has been most indefatigable in his exertions to throw some 
light upon this mysterious affair, and has procured considerable additional 
testimony with respect to the robbery, but no elue to the missing man, who 
Was seen in quest of Mrs. M'Donald' two or three hours after the robbery, 
and who teft his house at about two on the eame day, as it is supposed, with 
the same object in view. Whether he met with cither of the prisoners after 
that, it was impossible to say, as from the moment of Jeaving his lodgings 
on ‘Lucsday week, as above stated, nothing has been heard of him. At that 
time the whole of the money he had in his possession only amounted to 
between 5s. and 6s., the large sum in gold which he had received on 
the previous day from the French Embassy having been subsequently, with 
avery trifling deticieney, traced to the prisoners with whom the unfortunate 
man lodged. Dis dissppearance is certainly most extraordinary; but it is 
to be hoped that, in the course of a fey days, something may transpire to 
unravel the mystery in which the whole affair is ens eloped.-~Upon the pri- 
soners being placed in the dock, Mr. Broderip inquired whether anything 
had been heard of the Inissing man ?—Mr. Russell having intimated that 
the exertions of the police had been up to that moment unattended with 
success, the magistrate further remanded the prisoners, 

A JUVENILE RUFFIAN —SHOCKING CASE OF STABBING, 

At the Thames Office, David Oliver, a fair-haired, mild-looking, youth, was 
brought before Mr, Ingham, charged with stabbing Patrick Donovan, an 
elderly Irishman, who has been in the London Hospital since the lth ult., 
when he received a wound which nearly cost him his life. It appeared trom 
the evidence of Donovan and a girlabout thirteen years of age, his daughter, 
that on the 15th ult. the prisoner was passing their house in King-street, 
Wapping, while the girl was cleaning the doorway. ‘Che prisoner com- 
menced annoying the girl, threw her scrubbing-brush into the street, and 
trod on her fingers, ‘The girl begged of him to desist, and threatened to 
call her father, and she also struck at the lad, who said he did not eare 
for her father, and continued his anuoyance for some time. The prisoner 
also used very bad language. He was desired by the landlady of the house 
to go away, and, on bis refusal to do so, the girl’s father came down stairs, 
and, finding the prisoner running after his daughter, he stopped bim and 
gave him an “ open clout” with his hand on the head, and sald, © In the 
hame of God, go away, and leave my gil alone.” ‘Lhe prisoner used most 
offensive epithets, and, addressing the father, said, ** Come on, I’m ready 
for you.” Donovan was advancing towards him, when the prisoner, who 
had an open clasp-knife in bis hand, stabbed the prosecutor in the lower 
part of the abdomen, The man felt the blood running down his legs, 
and became Very faint and sick. He was removed to the London Tlospital, 
where, upon examination by Mr. Charles Harper, the house-surgeon, it was 
ascertained thet he had a very deep and serious wound on the left side 
of the abdomen, helf an inch in breadth, The kmife penetrated a thick 
pair of corduroy trousers, shirt, and drawers, and: the hemorrhage was 
excessive, The prisoner absconded divectly he inflicted the wound, Je 
Was arrested a week atterwards by Potter, a police-eonstable, No. 212 QR, on 
Which occasion he said, “ I did stab the old inan with a knife, and £ would 
do it again if he served me as he did betore, It’s only an Irish row.’——The 
prisoner made & long defence to the charge, and said he was constantly 
Jaterrupted while passing the house on his way to and from his meals, snd 
that the girl first struck him on the head, and the prosecutor then rushed 
Upon him and beat him with hig fists.—His statement was confirmed by 
auother lad, uamed James Barry; and eeveral Witnesses gave the prisoner an 
excellent character, and said he was a well-conducted boy of very peaceable 
demeanour, He Was In the employ My, Morton,a blacksmith, in Wapping,— 
Mr. Ingham said it was a Yery sad thing indeed when boys of the prisoner's 
age took to the use of dangerous wea Ons, and it was only by the mercy of 
God that the prosecutor was not killed. Hoe had been considering in ‘his 
owu mind for some tine whether he could find an excuse for not sending the 
prisoner for trial. If he were to do 80, the prisoner would undoubtedly be 
found guilty, and Sentenced to long term of imprisonment. He would 
strougly impress upon hit, and al} youulhs of bis age, to curb their passions 
and not use knives or any other daligervous instruments in quarrels, ile then
